AN ACT to legalize the acts of the board of directors, and authorize the Issuing of teD 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00) in school building bonds in the independent school district 
of Center Point in Washington ~oWD8hip, Linn county, Iowa. 

WHEREAS, doubts have arisen as to the authority granted by the electors 
of the independent school district of Cenier Point in Washington township, 
Linn county, Iowa, authorizing the directors of said school district to issue 
bonds in the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for the purpose of 
erecting school buildings in said district, the giving of notice of election and 
the authority conferred upon said board, therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General AsRembly of the State of I01l'a: 
SECTION 1. Election and· acts legalized-pending litigation. 

That the notice of election held in March, 1903, authorizing the issue of ten 
thousand dollar bonds, be and the same is hereby legalized; that the action 
of the electors of said independent school district of Center Point in Wash­
ington township. Linn county, Iowa, authorizing the board of directors of 
said independent district to issue bonds in the sum of ten thousand dollars
